THE ELECTORAL FRAUD.

JUDGE 1, A PLACK, EXCORIATES THE INs
FAMOUR COMMIRKION,

In the North American Review for .Ilif.
Judge Jereminh 8, Black appears s the con-
tributor of an article entitled **The Elector-
al Conspirney,” which is by all odids the
mowt eomplete, eloquent, and seathing ex-
posure that has yot been made of the frand
by which Rutherford T Hayes wis foisted
into the Presidentinl chair,. We regret that
our space will not permit us tg reprint it in
full, and that we must confine ourselves 1o
the most striking pussnges,

After briefly wdverting to the indignation
felt by honest mion throughont the country
al the great outrage upon the rights of
the peaple, Judge Mlack proceds to depict,
the condition of allikirs in the State of Lou-
Isluna previous o the Presidential election,
Firat, he describes the carpot-bagger :

WHAT THE CARPIT=HAGH R 15,

The peaple would not have been wholly
drishieid, either by the soldier or the negro,
if both had wot been vsed to fusten upon
them the dominstion of wnother class of
persons whose riule wis altogether unendnrn-
ble. These we call enrpot-baggers, not be-
causo the word is deseriptive of euphonious,
but because they have no other nme where-
by they are known among the children of
men.  They were unprincipled adventurers,
who wought their fortunes in the South by
plundering the disarmed and defenceless
peaple ; some of them were the dregs of
the Federsl army—the meanest of the camp
followers; many were fugitives from Northern
Jjustice ; the best of them were those who
went down' after the pesce, ready for any
deed of shame that was «afe and profitabile,
These, combining with a few treacherons
Ysealawags" and some lending  negroes to
sorve us decoys for the rest, sod backed by
the power of the genernl Government, be-
nme the strongest body of thieves that ever
pillaged n people.  Their moral grade was
fur lower, and yet they were much more
powertul, than the robber bunds that infest-
ed Germany nfter the ciose of the Thirty
Yenrs' war,  They swarmed over all the
States from the Potowace to the CGull, and
settled in hordes; not with intent to remain
there, but merely to fopd on the substance ot
a prosteate and defenceloss people.  They
touk whatever came within their reach, io-
truded themselves into all private corpora-
Hons, assumed the functions of all offices,
including the courts of justice, and in many
places they even “run the churches.” By
force and fraud they either controlled all
elections or else prevented elections from be-
ing held. They returned sixty of themselyes
to one Congress, and ten or twelve of the
most ignorant and venal among them were
st the same time thrust futo the Senate.
This fulse representation of a people by
strungers and enemies who Lind not even u
bona fide residence among them was the
bitterest of all mockeries, There wus no
show of truth or honor about it, The pre-
tended reprezentative was always ready to
vote fur any measure thut would oppress and
ensluve his so-called constituents; his hos-
tility wis unconcenled, and he lost no oppor-
tunity to do them ingury.

HIE DESCENT UPON LOUIKIANA,

The agricultural and commercinl wenlth of
Louisians made ber & strong temptation to
the curpet-baggers.  Thoss vultures snuffod
the prey from afur; nud, ns soon as the war
wan over, they swonped down wpon her in
flocks that darkened the air, The State was
delivered into their hands by the military
authorities; but the officers imposed some re-
straints upon their lawless enpidity, They
hailed with delight the advent of negro suf-
frage, beenuse to them it was merely a le-
galized method of stuffing the ballat-hox,
und they stuffed it.  Thenceforth, and down
Lo n very recent perind, they porged them-
selves without let or hindranee,

The depredations they committed wore
frightiul, They appropriated, an one pro-
tence and another, whatever they conld lny
their hands on, and then pledged 2o them-
selves the credit of the State for nncounted
millions more,  The public securities ran
down to half’ price, and still they put their
fraudulent bonds on the market and sold
them for what they would feteh,  The own-
ers of the best real estote in town or country
were utterly impoverished, becsuse the bur-
dens tipon it were heavier than the rents
would dischargs,  During the last ten yeams
the city of New Orleans paid in the form of
direct taxes more than the estimated value
of all the property within her limits, and
still has a debt of equal amount unpaid. It
is not likely that other parts of the State
suflored less.  The extent of their epolintions
can hardly be caleulated, but the testimony
of the carpet-baggers themselves against one
wuother, the reports of committess kent by
Uongress to investigate the subjeet, and
other information from sourees entirely au-
thentic, make it safe to suy that n geperal
conflagration, sweeping over all the State
from one end to the other, and destroying
every building and every urticle of personal
property, would have been a wvisitation of
meray in comparison to the curse of such
u Government.

THE ISVENTIVENESH OF SCOUNDRELISM,

This muy seem at first Blush Hike gross ex-
segeration because it is worse than anviling
that misrule ever did before, The preediest
of Rownn proconsuls left something to the
pravinees they wasted : the Norman did not
strip the Saxon quite to the skin ; the Puri-
tans under Cromwell did not utterly desoluate
Ireland, Their rnpacity wis confined to the
visible things which they could presently
handle and use. They conld not take what
did not exist,  But the Ameriean enrpel-
bagger has an inveotion unkpown to those
old-fashioned robbers, which increnses his
stealing power s much ax the steam engine
wilds 1o the mechunical foree of mere putural
muscles,  Ho mukes negotiasble bonds of the
State, signn sl wenls them  *secording to
the farms of law,"" sells them, converts the
procecds to his own use, and then defles
justice “to go behind the returns.”  Hy this
device hils felonjous fingers are made long
enough toreach into the pockets of posterity;
Lo luys bis lien on property  yet unereated ;
he antiolpates the Tubor of conming oges wnd
appropristes the fruits of it in sdvance; he
coins the industry of future genermtions into
cush, wod suatches the inheritunce from
children whose fathers wre unborn, Pro-
Jecting his eheat forwaed by this contrivance
and operating laterally st the same | ime, he
gathers an amount of plunder which no
country in the world would bhave yielded w

the Goth or the Vandal,

THE REIGN OF ANARCHY,

Security of life ean never be counted on
where property s not protected.  When the
public authorities wink upon theft the peo-
plo are driven by stress of sheer nocessity to
defend themselves the best wiy they onnand
that defenes is apt to be aggressively violent.
Justice, infuriated by popular passion, often
comes to its vietims ina fearful shape. Dis-
orders, therefore, there must have been, and
bloodshed and violenee, and loss of life,
though they are not enumerated, or clearly
described in the reports, It s known that
bands of “regulatora” traversed many parts
of the State, and the fuot is estublished (hat
soven of the storeliouses used as places of re.
celving stalen goods were burnt to the ground
in one night.  The officers of the cirpet-
bag government “oared for none of these
thinge." They saw the struggle between
larceny and Lynch law with as much indife
ferencens Gallio looked upon the sontrovery
between the Jewish synagogue and the
Christinn ehurch at Ephestis,  This horrible
condition of soviety was caused solely by
the want of an hone<t gavernment,

Bnt this is not noarly the worst of i, if'
carpet-biggers thomselves ang their specinl
friends are worthy of any credonce at all,
They testify to numerous other murdors,
wititon, uaprovoked, and atrociong, come-
mitted with impunity under the very eyes of
thelr Government.  Gen. Sheridan says ho
collected & list of 4,000 assassinations per-
petrated within three years. Sonator Bher-
man ani his sasocintes of the visiting com-
mittes swell this number greatly, and add
that “half the State was overrun with vio-
lence”  No effort wns made to ropress these
disgorders or punish the criminals, Nobody
was hung, nobody arvested. The murderers
ran at lnrge ; the victims fell st the awful
average of about four every day, and the
public officers quietly assented to let “the
rifle, the knife, the pistol, and the rope do
their horrid work™ without interruption,
Are suoh men it to govern u fren State ?
“Fitto govern! No, nol tw live,”

THE GENESIS OF THE BETURNING BOARD,

The wretehed systam of carpet:bag gov-
ernment eoulid not possibly last.  From the
firut it had nereal support,  The native peo-
ple and the honest immigrants, who went
there for purposes of legitimate business,
held it in abhorrence, and  the negroes were
not long in finding out that it was a sham
anil o snare. A8 early as 1870, and befora
that, the handwriticg was seen on the wall
which announced that a large snd declsive
mujority of all the votes, black and white,
bad determined to break up this den of
thisves, They must thercfore prepare for
flight or punishment, unless they could con=
trive n way of Jefeating the popular will
whenever and however it should be expressed.
Then the Returning Board was invented.

This was o machine entirely new, with
powers never before given to any tribunnal
in any State.  Its object was not to return,
but to guppress, the vates of the gqualified
electors,or change them to suit the oceasion,
By ‘the terms of the law it can exelnde, sup-
preas, annihilate all the votes of n parish
for vinlenes, intimidation, or fraud, which
it finds to have been committed and adjudges
to have materially intluenced the result of
the poll.  This is judicial suthortty s broad
that no eount wonld eonsent tn exercise it—
inflicting the fenrful pennlty of disfranchise-
ment upon thonsands at onee, without n
hearing and without legal evidence, not for
any offence of their own, but for the suppos-
wil sin of others over whom they confessedly
have no contral,  OF eourse it is in direet
canfliot with the State Constitution, which
declared that all judicinl power shall be vest-
el in eertain ordained and established caurts
and farbids it to be used even by them, ex-
cept npon trinl before a jury. and convie-
tion on the testimony of eredible witneams
eonfronted by the acensed and cross-examin-
od by counsal, Tt ie, Lesides, s most insol-
ent affront to the fundamental principles of
all eloetive government, for it makes the
poll of the people a mere mockery, which
decides nothing except what the Returning

Board s pleased to approve, and elects
nobody  whom  the Returning  Board
does  not praciously  favor,  Its pow-

or ta veto a popular vote extends to all elpe-
tions, for every class of officers, jndicial,
legislative, ministerial, and executive, in-
cluding electors of President and Viee-Pres-
ident.

HOW 1P DED TS WORK.

The board consisted of five persons.  They
were originally appointed by n carpet- bag
Senate, without end of their tenure snd with
power to fill vacsncies, which made them 8
close corporation gnd gave them perpetunl
suceession, To put on some show of fulrness,
the law required that all parties should be
represented.  This was at first thought o be
wet by the appointment of one Democrat,
bt when & deed of more than commun bases
ness whs to be done, the Democrat was got
rid of, und the other four,dexiring to work io
secret, refused to i1l his place, .

This suppressing bourd did its wark thor
oughly from the start, 1t was never known
to falter, Sipee its first organization io 1870
the majority of the whole people Lus Loen
decidedly ngalnst the carpet-baggers at every
election, Bt the board always intercepted
the retnrns, and vo nltered them as Lo make
w majority the other way, Kellogg was s
candidate for Governor ; he was lurgely de-
fented, but the board certified him elected,
The certificate was w0 glaringly  fals
that curpet-buggers themselves would not
help to dnstall bim, and Democrats deter
mined to assert their rights. It was then
that Gen, Grant, to the unspeakable shuwe
of the pation, lifted bim into oflice on the
bayonets of the army, Afterwand the outrag-
ed peopleross in rovolutionary wreath, drove
him to shelter in the Oustom House, and in-
augurated the man they had lawfully elect.
ed, Aguin the President made war oo the

But the opponents of Tilden and Hen-
dricks determined  that the record of the ap-
peintment mudo by the peaple should e mu-
tilated and changed 50 ax to make it appeat
ax if dloctors for Hayos and Wheeler had
been chosen,  They pretended to beliove that
violenee and intimidstion had Crightenod th
Afriean Fluges mon from the polls, and thar
their cowardice ought o be visited, in the
form of dislranchisement, on the heads of
others who hud intrepidity enoughi to porfirim
thoie politheal daty,  The allogation was nt-
terly filse. Tt was not only without evidence
to sustain it bt in the fheo of overwholniing
prool 1o the contrary.  All the places of reg
istration and voting were guarded by the
vreatires of' the Federal and State administra-

THE CIHARACTER OF 1T MEMUERS,

The personnel of the board justifisd the
fuith of the carpet-bageers and their allies,
If the evidence concerning its members be
rightly reparted by the Investigating com-
mitten, they were marked oul by the history
ol their previots lives, noted and signed to
do any deerd of shame which might be re-
quired nt their hands,  Wells was o Custom
House officer at New Orleans, and one of
the warst of that hnd 1ot ; n delaulter to the
State of Tong standing, without charieter for
Integrity or vereity, and e thirty years re-
grrded s unworthy to be trusted,  Ander-
sofm chiracter for hooesty wis egually bad;
ho bind earned It in part by widing while he
was 4 Senutor to put upa fraudalent job
upon  the State, and taking the indquitois
procoeds to himselfl  OF the two mulattogs,
one was fidlieted for Jarceny, aml, wher ad-
mitfing his guilt, was allowed to e=cape pun-
ishment, and promptly taken into the board,
The other was too ignorant to konow his
duty, but bis testimony showed such indif-
ference to the obligations of an oath that he
wits (leemed a8 sufe for the enrpet-baggery as
either of his eollengues,

They comprehended the situation, saw
the difficulty of the work before them, and
resolved to make it pay in somethiog better
than mere promises of “recognition,” how-
ever generous and ample,” Wells, who
was their spokesman in private as in public,
wrote in strict confidence to n earpet-bag
Senntor then st Washiogton a letter which
being eondensed into plain English, means
this: “There's millions in it.  See our
friendd and act promptly, Duy us imme-
dintely or we will sell out to the other side.
Talk freely to the gentleman who presents
this ; he knows the moves,” To the bearer
of the letter he explained thas it was very
linrd work to count in the Republican can-
didate—the Democratic majority was too
Inrge to hundle—le wanted to serve his paes
ty, but he wonld not take this job without
compensation ; he must have “200000
upicee for himeelf and Anderson, and a
smaller sum for the niggers”  On this basis
he authorized his ambasasdor st Washing-
ton to negotinte with the Republican man-
agers, At the same time he was offering
Wimself ot New  Orlepns to the Democrats,
i first for halfa million, but afterward pro-
posed that he would leave in enough  votes
to elect Mr. Nicholls {Democratic candi-
date for Governor) if #200.000 cash were
first placed in his handa,

THELR VIOLATIONS OF THE STATUTE,

The netion of the réturning officers in
this whole business was unsupported by le-
gul authority. The Legislature of the State
did not, because it could mnot, give them
power to disfranchise qualified electom.
They lacked, therefore, the general jurisdic-
tion which they assumed, Buot that is not
all; they proceeded in the very teeth even
of the void statute which they professed to
follow, That statute preteuds to give them
no such authority as they exercised, over
uny rettrn o which a protest or stutement
or charge of intimidation is not attached
when 1t is sent in by the Supervisior of Reg-
istration or the Commissioner of Election,
and the charge so attached to the return
must be supported by the aflidovits of three
citizens of the proper parish,

Wanting thi=, the bogrl wis atwolutely
without the pretence of power to touel the
return from any parish or polling place, exs
copt for the purpose of compiling it and ai-
ding It as true to the others,
tion law of Louiklanu the buurd has no more
m:lh-u'n_v to examine or decide o question
of intimidation which s vot ralsed by the
eléetion officers than o private Individual
wonld have to stesl it from the reeords and
barn it =0 stands the law. The fliet is
estublished by conclusive evidence that from
every one of the Domocratic parishes the res
turns eame up without any charge stitement
or protest, To all those cases they were
therefore without color of jurisdiction.

FORGING AFFIDAVITH AND BETURNA.

But the conspirators could not afford to
be balked of their game by the fuilure of
the local ofticers to make a false charge of
intimidation, These votes must be exclu-
ded per fon aut nefna, und the Heturniog
Board must do it ; that was what the board
was made for.  The returning officers went
upon the principal st invowiam awf faciam,
They made the protests which they could
not find ; atlidavits which no creature In the
parishes wis biuse coough to back with his
oath were fubirieated o the Custom Houke,
and used by the bourd with a full knowl-
odge that they were mere counterfeits, The
excluslon of returns on the ground of intime
idation was iu every cuse dishonest, for in
none wis there u particle of evidence to jus
tify i, When nothing else would serve the
purpose, they did vot scruple a resort to
lain forgery, OF the return from Vernon
purish  every figure on the whole broad
ahieet wis altered with elaborate pains under
the special direotion of Wells, Perjury und
subornation of perjury entered lurgaly into
the boniness, There is hardly any species
of the crimen fulsi for which the law las a
punishment that did not become an elemen-
tary part of the great fraud which was com-
mitted when the defeated electors and Siate
olficers of Loulsians were fulsely certified as

chosea by the people

PRESIDEST GRANT'S COMPLICITY,

Anuther question arises hers, whioh the
Muse of History may answer st her leisure :
Is there any justification of Gen. Grant's
conduet in this busines? Within two or
three duys after the election it became por-
fectly well known to the whole country thiat
in Louisiana there hnd been & full poll, and
a large mujority for the Tiden electors,
No renson was suggested by anybody for
falsifying this result. The apprebension
thint it would be falsified in the return arose
solely out of the fact that the election mn-
chinery of the State was io the hands of
mere knnves who were just bass enough to
doit; and these were Gen, Grant's own
knaves, whom for years he had kept in their
plaoes by lnwless force, It was then that he
anid that no man could wilord o be Presi-
dent by & fraud, aod sent n committee to
seo that a trae count was made, This was
fairseeming enovgh, but he did not row the
way hie was looking,  Bvery oneof his com-
mittee favored the fraud, and their report,
whicli le endorsed and seut to Congress,
was o defonce of it from beginning to end,
He had supported and enforced frauds of the
wime kind severnl times befure, and now
his troops were at New Orleans avowedly to
protect the carpet-haggers while they were
repenting them ona lnrge seale.  Hesides,
when Chandler promised the fraudulent
Governor of Florida w send troops and
money to that State after the election—
troops and money to count the yotes—he de-
clared in one of kis desputches thut the
President had been consulted.  Still furth-
or, while his party in Congress were holding
up the frawd, he answered the arguments in
favor of Tilden's right by ordering to the
capital all the cavalry, artillery, und infan-
try within reach. Whether these circum-
stances be suflieient or not to ¢onviet him
of participation in the fraud, let the world
judge.
THE OREATION OF THE COMMISSION,

But how was the ohject of the conspiniey
to be accomplished ? The House of Ropfe-
sentatives was Demoeratic, and  without ity
consent, expressed or implied in some form
or auothier, the Senate could not give etfect
to n false count.  Thoe first Intention was to
claim that the President of the Senate hud
power to determine absolutely and arbitrari-
Iy what electoral votes should he counted
and what not, This was the gront rallying
poiot until Mr, Cankling took it wp, and,
in u speech of surpassing ability, utterly de-
molished and reduced it to iovisible atoms,
It beeame settled, therefore, that the two
Houses must count the votes, and this clear
ly implied the power to inquire and deter-
mine what were votes, It conld not be de-
nied that the voice of the House ot Repre-
sentatives wae ot least as potentinl as that
of the Senators ; and it wus not supposed
that the House would suffer a fraud so glar-
ing as this to be thrust down the throat of
the country “against the stomach of its
sense.’’  Butif the two bodies would declare
inconsistent results of the count, and pro-
¢laim the election of different Presidents
a state of things might come which would
subject our institutions to astrain severs
enough to endanger them greatly. It wus
in these difficult circumstances that n mixed
commission of fifteen wits proposed, consist-
ing of five Senuators, five Representatives,
and five Judges of the Supreme Court,
The made of sppointing them mude it cer-
fain that fourteen wonld be equally divided
between the parties; and as the fifth Juidge
would be named by the consent of his breth-
ren on both sides, he might be expeated to
stand between them, like o daysman, with
a hand us heavy on one head as the other,
The Democrats conkented to this in the be-
lief that no seven HRepublicuns could be
taken from the court of from Cotgress who
would swear to decide the truth and then
uphold a known fraud ; if mistaken in that
opinion of their ndverssries' honesty, they
felt sure, ot all events, that the umpire
would be n fairminded man, They were
bitterly disappointed ; the commission went
eight Lo seven for the great frand and all its
brinches ; for fraud in the detail aud in the
aggregate; for every item of fraud that was
necessary to make the sum total big enough
—eight to seven ull the time.

IT REFUSES TO DO ITS DUTY,

We must look at the state of the case as
It went before the commission. Tildenand
Hendricks had 184 electorsl yotes clear and
free of all dispute, one less than a majority
of the whole number. They also had in
Louisinna eighit, and in Florida four, ap-
pointed by the people, but falsely certified
to Huyes and  Wheeler by the Governor,
In Oregon they bad one certified by the
Ciovernor, but sgainst whonr n popular ma.
jority hpdd been onst for an ineligible cundi-
date. To elect Hayes it wns necessary that
each and every one of these thirteon voles
should b taken from Tilden and given to
Huayes. As this required many distinet
rulings busell upon contemdietory  grounds,
the path of the commission wns not nll!y
steep bt erooked,

The great sod important duty  cast upon
the commission by aspeeial law and by o
special vath of vach member was 1o decide
in the case of centestid votes from o State,
Ywhether any and  what votes from such
Sinte wre the vores provided far by the Con-
stitution of the United States, and how
many and whit persons were duly appointed
electors in snch State It is not denied
that the sole power of appointing electors lor
the States of Louisiana and Florida is in the
people. It was thenfaod still s an admit
ted fact that the people had exercised the
power of appointment in the preseribed wnd
proper way ; they did duly make apaps
pointment of electors, nnd their act was dus
Iy recorded, and so muwde & perpetusl mem-
ory. This thing wax not “donoe in a eorner;"’
it was “seen and known of all men.”  That
ench of the two States numed had duly ap-
painted Tilden electors ut a regular election
called for that purposacn the Tth of Novem.
ber, in pursnance of law, wias & part of their
history s much s the fact that they were
States of the Union, Al the members
of the commisiion knew it as well ns they
knew the geographical position of Talla-
hassee or New Orleans, 1t needed no pronf:
but if specific evidence had been vequired,
there wos the record from which the truth
glared upon them os elear g the sun, They
shut their eyes upon the recond, and refused
W see “how many and what persons were
duly sppointed electorns” by the prople, but
listoned  eagerly 10 the evidence
though it wae) which showed “how many
and what persons”™ hud been designated by
the returning officers. It was ultimately
held (eight to seven) that the appolntess of
the Hoturning Hourd were duly appointed snd
the nppointess of the people were unduly

afisnile

appointed, Did the eight suppose that the
legal power to make such an appointment
was vested by law in the Returning Boards?
Did they think it was not vested in the peos
ple 7 No, that is impossible. Butthey may
have conscientiously believed that the Inter-
est of their faction would be well served by
Hayes' election, They may have been
prompled by a virtwons admiration of car-
pet=bag government, and were sincerely
anxious to save it fram Tilden's reform,
TS PETTIFOAGING,

But this docision ir favar of frand which
s0 shocked the common sense and common
honesty of the nation was not mude without
some attempt to justify it. The eight gave
reasons wo many and so plansible that Kel-
logg and Wells must have chuclked with de-
light when they heard them, One argu-
went very seriously urged was that it would be
troublesome, and require a great deal of
time, to kecertinin who wis duly appointed
by the people. It was much ensier o ac-
cept the false vote nnd say no more about

got certificntes from the Returning Board
wia i short and simple process | but to push
the inquiry behind that—to inquire wheth-
er the certificnte was honest, to look for the
evidence which would show who were duly
apphinted—hin fador hioc opus esf. The seven
reminded the eight, but reminded them in
vain, that the due appointment which no-
body in the world, except the people, hud
the lewst right to make, was the very thing
which they were there to find out; and

mere inconvenlence of performing it. Te-
wides, the eight knew very well that there
was no  difliculty init; it was but looking
at the recard of the appointment as the peo-
ple made it up; they could read it as they
ran; the truth was plainer thun the lie;
the honesty of the case was s easily seen
aa the frand. Bat no  persuasion could fo-
Muenee them to cast even a  glanee Wt the
aetual pppoiotment,  What did they think
this commission wias made for? Why was
this great combination of learning and stute
craft set up ? Acveording to the i ght its sole
prirpose was, not to determine any matter in
dispute batween the parties, but merely to
declare that the Returning Doard  hed cer-
tified for the Hayes eloctors; which every-
body knew already und nobody ever denied, I7
its object wis what the law said—to decide
who were duly appointed—then the eight
succeeded in making it merely a splendid
abortion, because, among other rensons, it
was too much trouble to make it anything
else,
HEDGING POR OREGON,

But the commission following the lead
of counsel for Mr, Hayes, insisted that the
certificate of the proper State officer ought
to be regarded ns conclusive evidence of the
appointment made by the people, It is un-
doubtedly true that the Sttne has a right to
speak on this subject through her own or-
gans, and when she does so speak, her voice
whould be regarded as true. Buot what of-
flicer is her proper organ? The Governorbe-
ing her political chief, and hiz certificate
being required by not of Congress, it would
not have been nnreasonable to hold that it
was eonelusive unless tainted with frand. The
Hayes electors had the Kxecutive certificate
in Louvisiana and Florida, and this, in re.
gurd to those States, gave the eight u great
legal pdvantage. Bot they threw it nway,
abandoned the attestation of the tiovernor
ns worthless, claimed no fuith or eredit for
it, and pronounced it open to contradiction,
no matter how honeatly it may have been
given, What was the meaning ol this phe-
nomenal ruling which apparently opened
the door of investigation even wider than
the Democrats saked ! It was understood
by everybody. The commission was hedg-
ing for Oregon, The eight were reaching
weroas the Pacific for the one vote there,
which was just asimportant as the twelve
on the Gulr of Mexico,

But having gone behind the Governor's
certificate for the sake of correcting errors,
eould there be any possible justification for
stopping before the truth was reached 7 IT
the head of the Commonwealth, whose at-
testation is required by Federnl law, went
for nothing whenever it was contradicted,
how could the conclusiveness be nsserted of
n paper made by subordinate officers un-
known outside of the State, and powerless
even by the local law to make u certificate
of more than prima fucie validity?  Yet the
Electoral Commission (eight to seven) deci-
ded that the Governor's certifieate might be
set maide fork mere mistake of law or fact,
while that of the Returniug Board would
stand, though known to be founded on filse-
hood and saturated all through with corrup-
tion,
EVIDENCE ALIUNDE,

The unyarying preference of the eight
Commissioners for the false over the trie be.
onmes very striking st this point. When
they got behind the Governor's papers, they
found lying afiunde two other sets of docu-
ments, one of which was a recond of the
actunl appointment made by the people ;
the other was & mere fubrication of the He-
turning Boanl without any semblance of
truth ; they embraced the latter with all the
ardor of sincers aifection, and rejected the
former with all possible marks of their dis-
like.

To give the decrees of the Heturning
Bourds the conclusive effect elaimed for thew,
it wis necessary to hold that they were le-
gully invested with judicial powers, and that
their jurisdiction, whether rightfully or er-
roneously exercised, was alsolute over the
whole subject matter. To Florida the statute
which creates the board gave it nothing ex-
cept ministerisl powers, and the Suprems
Court of that State solemnly pronounced it
claim of judicial JButhority to be sltogether
unfounded,  But the Electoral Lomuission
would not be influenced by either the writ-
ten or the unwritten law. The commission
conceded to the Louisiuna board all the ju-
dicinl power it needed (o sanctity its disfinn-
chisement of the people in the face of the
Constitution, which expressiy forbade it
This general jurlsdiction was not all they be-
stowed on those boards ; they deck¥ed in
substance that it might be well exedbised in
partioular cases where it was not invoked
according to the law which gave them being,
as, for instance, where & Louisiana parish
yent np ity return without s protest statement
or allidavit,

THE INFAMOUS NIGHT,

The eight Commissioners did net stop
there,  They weut much further. They
practionlly justified and sustaived all the infi.
nite rascality of the Returning Boards. They
ot only refused to take voluntary notice of

the atrocious fruuds perpetrsted by them,

but they excluded the proofs of their cors
ruption which the Demooratic counsel held
in their hands and offered to exhibit. These
Commissioners choked off the evidence, and
smothered it as romorselessly as Wells and
his associates suppressed Demoeratic returna,
And this they put on theexpress gronnd that
to them it was all one whether the action of
these boards was fraudulent or not. They
would suffer no proof of corruption to inval
idate the right claimed by a [Iayes ‘man to
put in the vote of u State for his candidate.

This monateous and nnendurable outrage
wis resinted to the utmost.  All of the sev-
en implored and protested against it. Judge
Olifford, the President of the commission,
laid it down as a maxim of the common law
that fraud vitintes whatever it touches, and
proved it undeninbly, He might have proved

They stood over it to shield it, protect it,

The eight persistently denied their power
or that of Congress, to do what they were
communided by the law to do—that is, decide
who were duly appointed, They would only
decide that certain persons were named as
electors by a Returning Board, They would
not understand that the appointment by the
people might be one thiog, and the action
of the Returning Board another, or that the
latter, even as evidence of the former was
worthless i it was feaadulent.
THIMBLE-RIGIING FLORTDA OUT,

They insisted that the Returning Board
certificate must be received with all the hon-
ors; to question its verity would be usurpa-
tion upon State rights, which they (the eight)
were most eareful to preserve intact and un-
impaired, “But*” said they, “if a Returning
Roard behaves unfuithfully, the State her-
aelf, by her own authorities, must see to it
and correct the wrong” Thereupon eame
Florida, and showed that she had made the
correction, All the departments of her Gov-
ernment—her Legialature, her courts and her
Executive—had at different times éxamined
aud revised the action of her Returning
Bonrd ; pronounced it false, fraudulent and
yoid; declared that the Tilden -elector
were duly appointed, and left the Hayes can-
didates without o shred of authority to vote
for the State. There stood the State herelf
upright before the august commission, with
all the evidence in her hand, protesting
agninst the fraud and demanding that no
vote should be received except the vote of
her own electors duly appointed by her peo-
ple. But the commission nuswered that un-
der the circuamstances of this case she had no
right to defend hersell ngainst the fraud of
n Returning Board auy more than she had
tybe defended by the Federa| suthorities,
Whatever she might do or decide, or resolve
upon, the great ;fraud was her master, and
she must submit. So it appearsd, after all
the speeches about Swte rights, that Flori-
da had but one right—the right to be cheat-
oid put of her vote by the same knaves who
had already robbed her of her property, The
right wassacred and intangible, and the com-
mission promptly put her in mll possession
of it,

A JUDICIAL DECISION DISREGARDED,
In the case of Florida there was one piece
of evidence offersd which not anly commen-
ded itself strongly to the consideration of
just men, but, being supported by certain
artificial rules of pleadiog and practice, it
was expected to find aceeptance in the nar-
rowsest mind on the bencn. This was the
record of a judicial pr ling comm d
in a Florida court by writ of quo warranto
at the suit of the State upon the relation of
the Tilden electors against the Hayes elec-
tors. The parties came into court and plead-
e, and the lmue mude between them was,
whether one set or the other (the relstors or
the defendunts) were duly appointed electors
of President and Vice President by and for
the State of Florida, Fvidence was taken, the
ciuse wias debated by counsel on both sides,
and after consideration it was adjudged by
the court, against the defendants nod in fa-
vor uf the State, that the relators were duly
appointed and the defendants not.  This
faet, thus determined by the court, was pre-
cisoly the same fiuct aftorward controverted
by the sime parties befure the commission.
When submitied to the latter tribunal it was
rex judivata ; mot only true, but fixed aud
sottled beyond the resch of contradiction,
The judgment was not impeached for fraud
or reversed for error. It was in full foree
and virtue, It was not denled that the court
which mude the adjudication had entire and
complete jurisdiction both of the subject
matter and of the parties, By all reason
and all authority the commission was beand
to respect this judgment as conglusive evi.
dence.  But to have done this would bave
mude Tilden President and defeated the'purs
pose of all the frauds in Louisiana and Flor-
ida both.  They did not do it; they allowed
the judgment to huve no efleet ut all.  They
but looked to see what it was, sod Jmmedi-
ately swept it out of sight. Thoy put it far
from them, and then proceeded to pronounce
s dilferent judgment, which suited the Hayes
moen better. How could they break all the
bars of legnl authority which fenced them
about ¥ What starting hole did they find to
escupo from the corner into which they were
driven aod penned up by the law of the
land T We shiall see.

STATE ACTION SULLIFIED,

They said the judgment of the Court was
too Iate ; it was pronounced after the Hayes
electors had met rod made ot thelr voues,
and sent them Lo the President of thefSenate.
Here were two sets of eleoters, each claiming
the exclusive right to vote for the Blate, and
both of them wsetunlly sent up their bals
lots,  One of thew was duly appoisted, and
hwil the nuthority claimed | the other set was
necessarily composed of mere pretendem,
who were not duly appointed, and, having
o authority, their vote was & mere bullityg
